When a

imp ulse of the ordinary man is for 
vengeance. but it is as lunch a duty to 
restrain that imp ulse as it is to refrain 
from tile commission of any other crime. 
“ Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord,” 
and it does not belong to any human 
tieing to take up on himself the resjtonsi 
bility of satisfy ing it. 
Besides, inform a­ 
tion as to the identity of the p enetrator 
of a crime is not alway s reliable, and it 
has frequently hap p ened that an inno­ 
cent p erson has been the victim of false 
accusation, and in numerous cases has 
been p ut to death without an op p ortuni­ 
ty to establish innocence. 
But the 
greater reason for Billowing the law to 
take its course is that the law is the 
cry stallized will of the p eop le for the 
p rotection of the whole community , 
aud m ast be held inviolate to insure that 
p rotection to all.

DEFENDED HER HONOR 


Miss Mattie DeCrle of a Good

G eorgia Fa m ily T ells o f tfee 
Indignities She 8riff* red. 


Governor of the Sta te Is Aroused 
and Has Ordered a Sea rching 
investiga tio n. 


M illedgeville. Ga., Aug. 12.—In the 
Investigation here by the p rison com­ 
mission of the charges of excessive 
cruelty against W arden Allagood, of 
the State p rison farm . Miss M attie De 
Cris declared th a t it was not because 
■he had been im p ertinent to the wife 
of the w arden th at she was whip p ed 
last June, but because the w arden had 
made indecent p rop osals to her, which 
she had indignantly refused. 
“At first I was treated just as though 


b m em ber of the Allagood fam ily,” she 
declared. 
“Then this man m ade his 
p rop osals to me. I scorned him. From 
that m om ent his treatm ent changed 
to cruelty im p ossible to describe. 
“About June I Cap tain Allagood and 
I were alone in an up p er p rison room. 
He caught hold of me and tried to 
caress me. 
I p ulled aw ay from him 
and-told him not to dare touch me. 
“He told me th at lf I ever rep eated 
what he had done or said he would 
make it hot for me. He told me he 
could whip me. 
He did. 
“He m ade me lie across the bed. He 
then whip p ed me w ith the leather 
•trap . 
“I do not know how many licks he 
•truck me. 
The beating was adm inis­ 
tered from my hip s down. 
For weeks 
these bruises and w elts were on my 
body and for a long tim e I could not 
sit down." 
She said she was sp ared the hu­ 
m iliation of being com p elled to re­ 
move all her clothing. 
Continuing, she said: 
“I was forced 
to work in the field with the sun for 
two weeks after the Sunday on which 
I was whip p ed." 
Since the rep ort of her whip p ing 
was m ade p ublic Miss De Cris said 
•he had been treated w ith every kind­ 
ness p ossible. H er testim ony was cor* 
roborated In m any of its essential fea­ 
tures by th at of other w itnesses, also 
p risoners. 
The other side of the case has not 
been reached yet, but C ap tain Alla­ 
good declared: 
"T he charges m ade 
by this woman are absolutely false. 
She had become unm anageable and in­ 
solent to my wife and h er exam p le was 
destructive of discip line. 
I whip p ed 
her only after th e p rison p hysician 
announced her condition good. 
The 
p unishm ent was m ild; she was not 
hurt. 
G overnor J. J. M. T errell vigorously 
denounced the officials of the S tate 
p rison farm at M illedgeville for ap ­ 
p lying the lash to the delicate, cul­ 
tured girl inm ate, whose sufferings at 
the w hip p ing p ost have just become 
known. 
The governor says he will do 
aw ay entirely with the w hip p ing of 
women, and has ordered an investiga­ 
tion of the inhum an affair 
Cap tain R. R. Foster, sup erintend­ 
ent of the p rison, has resigned because 
of the w idesp read indignation over the 
affair. 
The p unishm ent m eted out to Miss 
De Cris. who is a p risoner for theft 
of Jewels, was even greater than th at 
ap p lied to negro women, who at the 
w orst never receive m ore than eight 
lashes, and these for flagrant insubor­ 
dination and the breaking of p rison 
rules. As an evidence that the officials 
knew that they were taking chances 
w ith the girl’s life in so p unishing her 
it is p ointed out th at the p rison p hy­ 
sician stood by, with a w atch In hand. 
closely observing the effect of the 
cruel lash. 
The terrible lashing given 
the young girl is m ade all the m ore 
p itiful by the p op ular belief in Georgia 
th at Miss De Cris is not a crim inal, 
but is insane and should be In the 
asylum instead of in a p rison w ith the 
S tate’s convicts. 
The girl’s life In the 
aristocratic old city of Savannah, her 
known culture and refinem ent, all tend 
to convince th at the diamond thefts 
of which she was convicted w ere the 
p rom p tings 
of 
a 
disordered 
mind 
rath er than of a desire for gain. 
Cap ­ 
tain Allagood, who ap p lied the lash, 
and Dr. Adams, the p rison p hysician, 
both say th at the girl took her w hip ­ 
p ing w ithout the least sign of hu­ 
m iliation. 
H er p roud sp irit 
is un­ 
broken.
